Borrowe and Fox Exchange 
Two Shots Hach, 


Neither Gets Hit, but Honor“ is 
Duly Satisflied. 


They Then Start for London to Show 
Themselves in “Society.” 


Other Foreign News—Anarchist Demon- 
strations in London—Cases of Cholera 
Near Paris—The Great Cotton 
Spinners's Lockout.

Lonpon, April 23.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Reports concerning 
the prospective duel between Fox and 
Borrowe, growing out of the publication 
of letters in the Borrowe-Drayton af- 
fair, are to the effect that the parties 
have fixed upon some place in Belgium 
as the scene of the combat. 

New York, April 24.—Cable dis- 
patches from Brussels say that Borrowe 
and Fox met near Nieuport Bains yester- 
day afternoon and after firing two shots 
at each other, retired. None of the 
shots took effect. 

Fox was seconded by William Bacon 
of Boston, and Borrowe by Harry Mil- 
bank. There were four other persons 
present, including a physician. The 
principals and seconds left Ostend last 
night for London. 


ENGLAND'S SILVER POLICY. 


The Report that She WII Join in a Con- 
ference Doubted. 

Lonvon, April 28.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| A dispatch received 
from the United States stating that En- 
gland had intimated readiness to join 
a conference to bring about an enlarged 
use of silver cansed much surprise in 
city circles. No belief is put in that 
part of the report which states that 
the basis of the conference was formu- 
lated here. Many telegrams of inquiry 
have been received by the London 
Times, which today says it is not easy 
to see what the “enlarged use“ can 
mean. The Times adds: 


A decided majority of those competent to 
judge regard the issue of notes, d on 
silver, with great disfavor, A certain 
amount of silver could be used to increase 
the intrinsic value of our total 228 


Which, at the present p tal 
overvalued to an extent t 10 X 
ably greater than is necessary or desirable, 


steadfastly op d to like an at- 
tempt to rehabilitate silver e result of 
the employment of the American Treasury 
asa big silver storehouse has not been so 
satisfactory as to encourage imitation. 

The Daily News thinks such a confer- 
ence would not be liable to attain prac- 
tical results. English delegates, it 
says, would have to go into it with their 
hands tied. It further says that 
Goschen, the Ohancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, cannot well go beyond the 
plan already proposed to increase the 
proportion of silver held by the Bank 
of England against notes. 


A CHOLERA SCARB. 


Cases Near Paris—The Disease Not of the 
Asiatic Type. 

Paris, April 28.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] Great anxiety is occa- 
sioned here by a report of an outbreak 
of cholera near Paris. A man living 
at Puteaux, a village seven miles west, 
has been admitted to the hospital, 
where the déctors pronounce the dis- 
ease cholera. Three other men from 
Neuilly and Courbevie, both of which 
places are only a few miles from Paris, 
were subsequently sent to the hospital, 
suffering from the same disease. One 
has since died. The authorities de- 
clared the cases exceptional, and do 
not fear that the disease will extend. 

One of the victims is dead. Three 
others are still suffering. It is learned 
that it is not the dreaded Asiatic chol. 
era, but only a mild form of the dis- 
ease. 


RAIDING THE REDS. 


Vigorous Measures Being Adopted by the 
French Authorities. 


Panis, April 28.—[By Cable and As-| 


sociated Press.] The comcerted raids 
on Anarchists’ lodgings, which began 
here and elsewhere in France yester- 
day, were continued today. Thus far 
200 arrests have been made. They are 
still progressing. It is believed that 
this vigorous action wiil prevent the 
threatened demonstrations on May day. 


Anarchist Demonstration in London. 

Lonpon, April 28.—The wife of the 
publisher of the Commonwealth, Mrs. 
Mowbray, was buried today. Mowbray 
was released on £500 bail to attend the 
funeral. The occasion was taken ad- 
vantage of by Anarchists and Socialists 
tomake a demonstration of sympathy 
with Mowbray. A procession with a 
number of red flags and banners formed 
and accompanied the hearse for a long 
distance. The banners bore the words: 
“Remember Chicago.“ A large force 
of police were present, but there was 
no disturbance. 

The funeral was conducted without 
religious ceremony. Copies of the 
Commonwealth were thrown on the 
coffin when it was lowered into the

The Great Cotton-spinners’ Lockout. 

Lonpon, April 28.—The lockout of 
cotton-spinners at Lancashire shows no 
sign of being amicably settled, and in- 
stead of the arbitration recently pro- 
posed having a beneficial effect, the 
situation is made worse by the action 
now taken by certain employers. In 
Rochdale the cotton manufacturers, 
who hitherto have held aloof from the 
industrial trouble, today decided to 
close all mills until the dispute with 
the workmen is settled. 


Will Not Bestow the Red Hat.

It appears that the Rosenfeld who 
committed suicide was formerly a di- 
rector of the Societé des Metaux and 
not the Monte Carlo plunger of that 
name. The suicide is said to have been 
caused by financial troubles. 


Chile is Still Sore. 

New York, April 28.—The Herald's 
Valparaiso cable says that the Ferrocar- 
rit and the Herald have editorials 
against the appointment of Bles Gana 
as Minister to the United States, alleg- 
ing that in view of the treatment of 
Chile by President Harrison’s Cabinet 
it would be be better to defer the ap- 
pointn ent until the new administration 
comes into power at Washington. 


To Explore Africa. 

Lonpox, April 28.—William Astor 
Chandler, accompanied by Lieut. Hor- 
nel of the Austrian army, will leave 
England for Africa on June 1 for the 
purpose of conducting a scientific expe- 
dition. He will be escorted by 200 
men armed with rifles. The intention 
is to ascend the Tama River and ex- 
plore Mt. Kenice. They will be absent 
two years. 


Brazilian Rebels Defeated. 

New York, April 23.—The Herald’s 
Rio Janeiro cable says: Confirmation 
has reached this city of the defeat by 
the government troops of the revolters 
under Col. Barbosa.

The Foraker Forces Routed by the Sher. 
man Men at Columbus. 

Cotvmsvs (O.,) April 28.—]By the As- 
sociated Press.] The most spirited and 
largest attended primaries for years 
were held by the Republicans tonight 
for the selections of State and Congres- 
sional delegates. The contest was a 
square fight between the Sherman and 
Foraker forces, the former making a 
clean sweep, electing twenty-two of the 
twenty-seven State delegates and a 
solid Congressional delegation in- 
structed to send administration men to 
the national convention. 

Sr. Lovis, April 28.—A primary elec- 
tion was held today to select delegates 
to the State Republican Convention at 
Sedalia and the various Congressional 
conventions.

stockmen are at Douglas 
charge of Maj.

There was some talk of’rotten-egging 
the prisoners, but this was discounte- 
nanced and no demonstration was 
made. Maj. Egbert and party will 
leave on the morning train for Chey- 
enne. There are rumors that an at- 
tempt will be made to ditch the train 
but no credence is placedinthem. On 
their arrival at Cheyenne the prisoners 
will be kept at Fort Russell until the 
hearing, which will probably be before 
Judge Blake, at Laramie City. The 
stockmen themselves will find no diffi- 
culty in furnishing bond, but no one 
will want to go bail for the twenty 
Texans who hired tor the trip, as they 
would lose no time in getting out of the 
jurisdiction of the Wyoming courts. 

„E. U. Slyderof Buffalo arrived here 
today as représentative of the Johnson 
county people, to secure counsel for the 
prosecution of the stockmen. He will 
also go to Washington to present the 
facts to the President. In an inter- 
view Slyder said: ‘The people of John- 
son county want the invading stock- 
men punished according to law. They 
also want a thorough investigation of 
the invasion and cattle business in the 
county from the time since there has 
been any complaint of rustling or cattle 
stealing. The investigation will shew 
that there is no greater proportion of 
theft than any country where cattle are 
upon open range. The legal machinery 
of the county is willing to put it down. 
There is now no disposition to destroy 
the property of any invaders, and if 
men owning cattle there will send yo 
men, the round-ups will be carrie

A NEW DEPARTURE. 


A New York Rabbi Proposes Sweeping 
Changes in Judaism. 

New York, April 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Rev. Dr. Joseph Silver- 
man of the Temple Emanuel, on Fifth 
avenue, the place of worship of one of 
the wealthiest Hebrew congregations 
in the country, is at the head of a move- 
ment, the first steps in which have been 
taken, contemplating a revolution in 
some of the methods of Jewish religious 
society work. The new 
ment contemplates the adoption of 
many of the methods and much of the 
etiquette of the Protestant Church. 
Many rules of Judaism will have to be 
laid aside. It will admit marriage 
ceremonies within temples, funeral ser- 
vices from churches, congregational 
singing, sewing societies, house to 
house work among irreligious Jews, 
and, the boldest step of all, a crusade 
for conversions among Christians. 


An All- around Crook Convicted, 

Cuicaco, April 23.—The jury in the 
case of Edward A. Trask, a somewhat 
noted real estate and bond swindler, to- 
day returned a verdict of guilty, the 
punishment to be eighteen years in the 
penitentiary. It was the case of the 
Negley Watch Company, to which he 
gave bogus checks in payment for 
watches. It is asserted that Trask’s 
victims number thousands, There are 
several other indictments against him 
for wilful and corrupt perjury, con- 
spiracy, obtaining money under fals¢ 
pretenses and other methods of swin- 
dling mentioned in the statutes.

—i. e. that there must have been 
an explosion of gases somewhere 
beneath the center of the seismic dis- 
turbance. This, it thinks, is attested 
by the fact that there were two dis- 
tinct upheavals of the earth, followed 
by the horizontal oscillations. This 
may be confirmatory, but is not con- 
clustve.

GENTLEMEN: Replying to your kind 
and courteous *request, contained in 
your letter of March 14, and to many

WASHINGTON, April 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The National Silver 
Committee today issued the following 
call: 

The National Silver Committee, appointed 
by the First National Silver Convention at 
St. Louis, November, 1889, believing that 
an exigency has arisen which calls for ear- 
nest deliberation and united action on the 
part of the friends of bimetallism through- 
out the United States, hereby calls a con- 
vention at Washingtod, D. C., May 26 and 
27, 1892, one of the objects being to or- 
ganize a national bimetallic association or 
league for better promoting the cause of 
free bimetallic coinagé in the United 
States. This action is impelled by the mani- 
fest determination of the gold combination 
to suppress the silver issue for another de- 
cade and if possible by transmitting exist. 
ing debts into gold obligations and other- 
wise, to force forever the single gold 
standard upon the people of the United 
States and thus perpetuate the subtle sys- 
tem of robbery carried on for the past 
years by means of a money standard con- 
stantly increasing in value. His under- 
standing must be defective who does not 
see that the demonetization of silver has 
increased the money standard of the United 
States and of the world, and his conscience 
must be seared who would attempt to jus- 
art it. But the increase still goes on and 
will go on as gold grows scarce 
and dear until the bimetallic stan- 
dard established 100 years ago by 
Washington, Hamilton and Jefferson 
is restored and gold relieved of the strain 
of being the only money of final N 
tion for other forms of money and credit. 
As the money standard is raised, prices fall 
and debts increase. The one isthe coun- 
terpart of the other and the whole work is 
the work of legislation. The wit of man 
could not devise a scheme better calculated 
to enrich one class at the expense of an- 
other than by the device of increasing the 
money standard, and under the operation 
of this device, since 1873, hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars annually of wealth created 
by one class have been stealthily * 2 
ated by another. For tweuty years this has 
been going on and Congress, pledged to the 
people to remedy the wrong, hesitates and 
— as if hypnotized by the want of 
gol 

the people want no ‘70-cent dollar 
neither will they tolerate under the hypo- 
critical pretense of “honest money“ a dol- 
lac that has to be a hundred-and-fifty-cent 
dollar and is still growing at an augmented 
rate. There may be those who are tired of 


the silver question, but the consequences 


ot goldSmonometallism too threatening 
to permit the cause of silver to be smoth- 
ered and to abandon it is to give over to ul- 
timate slavery the toilers of the land. No. 
the silver question will not down, The 
issue is paramount to all others. Although 
necessarily a 1 question in the sense 
that the remedy must be by 7 —— action. 
the question of free bimetallic coinage is not 
a partisian question, and the convention is 
not called for any partisan purpose, but to 
urge on all parties the justice and necessit 
of action on aquestion so vital to the pu 
lic welfare. e gold monometallists are 
united, active and watchful, as recent 
events have shown. They have unlimited 
means at their command to control the 
metropolitan press. They intimidate po- 
litical leaders, dominate convention candi- 
dates and instigate platforms and candi- 
dates. The people will not be enslaved nor 
will they submit forever to the cobbery of 
increasing the gold standard. 
The Silver Committee in this crisis calls 
‘upon the people everywhere to organize 
and send delegates to the convention. The 
call is extended to all who are earnestly in 
favor of immediate restoration of free bi- 
metallic coinage in the United States. 
Each Congress district is requested to send 
two delegates, andeach State and Terri- 
tory to send two additional delegates-at- 
large. The Farmers’ Alliance organiza- 
tion, State Granges’ Patron of Husbandry, 
Knights’ of Labor and other industrial or- 
ganizations favorable to the free coin 
of silver are also invited to send one dele- 
ate for each local organization. A cor- 
al invitation is also extended to, all citi- 
zens, who, by pen or otherwise, are advo- 
cates of bi-metallism. Members of Con. 
ress and the legislatures of the several 
tates, who favor restoration of the bi- me- 
tallic standard and the coinage of silver on 
the same terms as gold, are especially in- 
vited to attend and participate in the pro- 
ceedings of the convention.

Subsequently the Acting Secretary is- 
sued an order that all naval vessels 
cruising in Puget Sound should get coal 
at ports in the sound. 


Still Another Silver Bull. 

Wasnineton, April 28.—Story of 
Ohio introduced a bill in the House to- 
day providing for an international ratio 
between gold and silver and to suspend 
the purchase of sfiver bullion after 
July 1, 1893. It differs from the pre 
vious propositions in instructing the 
President to negotiate particularly 
with the states of the Latin Union, and 
when atreaty is concluded with the 
same. with or without the concurrence 
of other nations, the ratio agreed upon 
is to go into effect in the United States; 
provided, that if no agreement is 
reached by July 1, 18938, the operation 
of the present law relative to the pur- 
chase of silver bullion shall be sus- 
pended.

Wasuineton, April 28,—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senate.—After rou- 
tine morning business Mr. Teller offered 
a resolution requesting the President to

Coming to the question of the 
abrogation of treaties, he held that 
every nation which agreed with another 
nation, did so with the understanding 
that it might retire.from it at any time 
it saw fit; and it might do so notwith- 
standing the fact that there was a pro- 
vision in the treaty thatit should con- 
tinue for a limited period of time. 
islation by the Mational Legislature 
would set aside any treaty inconsistent 
with it. 

Mr. Morrill, while inclined to believe 
that Congress had power to pass a law 
superseding a treaty, asked Mr. Teller 
whether he thought other nations had 
the same power. 

Mr. Teller thought he stated explic- 
itly that all nations had that power, 
and he said he would have a very poor 
opinion of a nation which would sur- 
render that right. 

Mr. Morrill remarked that Japan had 
for years endeavored to get released 
from her treaty with Great Britain, 
and had not succeeded. 

Mr. Teller said a reason for that 
might be that Japan was not willing to 
create friction with Great Britain. 
The United States had been trying a 
great many years to get rid of a treaty 
with Great Britain herself, and had be- 
come rid of it by the action of Great 
Britain in violation of it.

Neither nation wanted 
to propose its absolute repeal or viola- 
tion; . neither Great Britain nor the 
United States respected its terms, but 
it was very evident the people of the 
United States would insist on the abro- 
gation of that treaty whenever it 
should appear inimical to the interests 
of the great mass of the people of the 
country. Reverting to the peculiarities 
of Chinese immigration, Mr. Teller re- 
marked that Americans would never 
assimilate with Chinese, because if 
an American would a Chinaman would 
not. In the whole catalogue of nations 
not one nation was so thoroughly 
satisfied with itself as the Chi- 
nese. Their civilization was to 
them infinitely superior to the civil- 
ization of Burope and America. A 
Chinaman in contact with the civiliza- 
tion of Europe and America would re- 
main a Chinaman, and therefore a rea- 
son existed for keeping them out of a 
country which does not believe in keep- 
ing other nationalities out. The Chi- 
nese took no part in building up the so- 
ciety in which they lived, but looked on 
the United States as a country in which 
to make a fortune and return to China. 
‘The lowest immigrant that came from 
Europe, whether. convict, pauper, or 
otherwise, contributed something to so- 
ciety. His children went to the public 
schools and grew up Americans. The 
mass of them contributed to the pros- 
perity of the country, but the Chinaman 
contributed simply his cheap labor, and 
in that he came in competition with the 
American laborer and deprived him of 
his opportunities. He (Mr. Teller) was 
in favor of restricted immigration of all 
classes of people; although he confessed 
that if it were left to him to determine 
how it should be done, he would be un- 
able to arrive at any plan that would be 
acceptable to himself. Still, in relation 
to the Chinese, Congress could not af- 
ford to pass harsh and unreasonable 
laws. Chinamen legally in the country 
were entitled to domicile, but the 
United States had a perfect right to say 
that no more should .come in. He de- 
nied the existence of the great trade 
with China which was spoken of and 
said American exports to China last 
year were not half what they were five 
years ago. |

GOSSIP OF BERLIN. 


The Kaiser Keeps Busy During the 
Easter Holidays. 


* 
The Czar to Pay a Visit to the German 
Ruler—Newspapers Warned to 
Stop Their Attacks on 
Russia.

Berwin, April 23.— [Copyright. 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press.] 
The Easter holidays make little differ- 
ence to the Emperor. He is working 
from early to late, giving the usual au- 
diences to ministers, etc. The Em- 
press, who is in a delicate condition, 
has gone to Potsdam, which is her favor- 
ite residence. 

Considerable anxiety is felt about the 
health of the Czarina, who expects to 
become confined in June. Sheis much 
affected by the condition of her son, the 
Grand Duke George, who is believed to 
be in a hopeless condition. 

The condition of the daughter of the 
Grand Duchess Olga, whose spine was 
injured in the Borkie disaster, is grave. 

A telegram which caused agitation in 
political circles was received today, an- 
nouncing that the Czar had finally con- 
sented to visit Potsdam. The visit will 
undoubtedly finally influence relations 
between the two Empires. Journals 
have received intimations that it is ad- 
visable to cease attacks on Russia. 

Lieut. Clark, Ninth United States 
Cavalry, who has been serving a year 
in the Eleventh Hussars at Dusseldorf, 
arrived in Berlin Monday and was given 
an audience tothe Emperor before his 
departure for the United States. 

It is now finally settled that besides 

the Czar the King and Queen of Italy, 
King and Queen of Sweden, Queen re- 
gent and young King of Holland will 
arrive here befor the middle of -June. 
The Emperor is anxious to confer with 
King Humbert, as he fears that attacks 
upon Italian military credits will force 
the King to reduce Italy's European 
military expenditures, thus weakening 
a power of the nd. 
An agitation has started against the 
proposed lottery to cover the expenses 
of beautifying approaches to the 
Schloss and greatly alter and improve 
Unter den Linden. 

Two workmen named Knoll and Hey- 
drich, who murdered a widow named 
Loie Herta, were beheaded today at 
Goaritz. 

The engagement of Princess Mary 
Margaret of Prussia is announced to 
the heriditary Grand Duke of Luxem- 
burg. 

Vineyards in Alsace Lorraine have 
nearly suffered the fate of those in 
France. The temperature suddenly 
dropped to 7° below zero. Enormous 
damage was done in the vicinity of 
Strasburg, but vine-growers in the 
Kolimar district announce that great 
success followed the burning of tar in 
the vicinity of the vineyards and all 
vines and fruit trees were saved. 


MONTANA’S MARVELS. 


Rich Ore Found and Also a Spring That 
Cures Dipsomania, 

Great (Mont..) April 23.—[By 
the Associated Press.] The richest 
mineral ever found in the State is re- 
ported from Bouhart, in the Little Belt 
District. The vein is eight inches thick 
and assays from $2000 to $20,000 a 
ton. Theore is fairly streaked with 
ruby silver. Reports of rich discover- 
ies of gold continue to come from the 
Little Rockies, southeast of Chinook. 
A ton of surface or float ore from the 
mines yielded over $600 in bullion. 

A stream of water coming from one 
mine is said to cure the taste for liquor 
and it is named the Bichloride of Gold 
spring.

SANTA BARBARA. 


The Closing Scenes of the Flower 
Carnival. 


The Tournament and Exhibition of 
Old California Sports. 


A Novel and Exciting Occasion for 
the Eastern Visitors, 


Which Will Long Be Remembered by 
‘Those Who Were so Fortunate as 
to Witness It—The Charles- 
ton Reception. 


SANTA BARBARA, April 23.—[Staff corre 
spondence of THE Tas.] Yesterday was 
a typical California day. With the pure 
salty breeze wafted softly in from the sea 
and with the flooding sunshine and green 
hills all about us, we set out for the race- 
track to witness the closing scenes of the 
carnival. It was a _ spirited picture. 
Crowds of people; gay equipages; brilliant 
dresses; the mounted knights clad in gay 
trappings; ladies in rich costumes, wearing 
bright knots and streamers of ribbon 
answering in color to those adopted by 
their favorite knights; four-in-hand turn- 
outs filled with smiling and eager strang- 
ers; little children in their saddles; here a 
broad-brimmed sombrero and there a flash. 
ing tile; the swarthy native vaqueros in 
picturesque costumes and in their hands 
their unerring riata; their silver-bridled 
and flery horses; the restive and untamed 
broncos and the great moving sea of 
human faces made up the ever-shifting 
panorama. 

There were sixteen riders in the exciting 
tournament, cladin fitting costumes and 
wearing bright sashes and with gay-col-. 
ored kerchiefs upon their heads. Five 
stout wires were stretched above the track 
a space of about forty feet between them, 
with pendant wires, upon which the rings 
were hung to be taken by the long twelve- 
foot lances of the knignts. At the sound of 
music the first knight starts, his steed fiy- 
ing like a winged pegasus adown the trac 
his full gaze fixed upon the ring and his 
long lance held straight before him. A 
shout tells that the first ring is taken, and 
the second, but he misses by a hair’s 
breadth the third; but the fourth is iis, 
and the fifth, The great crowd of 4000 
people cheer and shout; the girls who wear 
his colors waive dainty handkerchiefs and 
beam upon him with gmiles that are fairer 
to him than the sunlight, as he returns 
again to the place of starting. 

And now comes another, sitting his horse 
like acentaur. He is boyish looking and 
fair, and his eye is as blue as the colors 
which he wears. He is a favorite with the 
ladies, for many a sweet faced girl wears a 
knot of blue upon her breast. Then his 
horse thunders down the track in long 
leaps. But his hand is steady and his arm 
is sure. Every ring is taken, and the 
crowd rises and cheers lustily and hun- 
dreds of handkerchiefs flutter on the light 
breeze, and the small boys grow wild with 
noise and shouting, and even gray-haired 
old women claptheir hands and tell how 
splendidly the feat was performed and 
prophesy that he will win the prize. And 
so the run goes on until the jausting is 
over. 
and every one takes a larger or smaller 
number of the rings, but it is the fair. 
jhaired boy in the end who wins the prise 
an elegant silver cup. : 
With this portion of the pr me 
ended the most exciting part of the enter- 
tainment begins. The new race which hi 
come to these shores and built its fair new 
cities, and planted its wide orch , and 
girdied the State with lines of street, and 
caught the lightning’s currents from the 

clouds and sent it along the wires to bear 
our messages, falls into the back-ground, 
“and the native Californian comes to the 
front. His tace is dark and swarthy, but 
his eye is black and as piercing as the 
eagle's. It is the old native costume that 
he wears, and his sombrero is broad- 
brimmed, and 2 are of bear 
skin like those of his father’s, His hand 
which holds the riata has not lost its cun- 
ning. He is fearless, and bold, and never 
was there a steed before which he trem- 
bled, and there was never fiery mustang 
but he could tame, or vicious bronco but he 
could teach that he was master. 

The band begins to My. again, and, in 
answer to its lively call, down ride half a 
dozen or more of typical native vaqueros. 
One of them, a man with grizzled beard, 
and the lines of age — his face, but still 
with an arm of unfailing strength, leads by 
astout rope an untamed mustang. The 
horsemen form a group about him. The 
vaquero who is to ride him approaches him, 
but the approach maddens him. He rears, 
and, standing upon his hind feet, paws the 
air with his angry hoofs. Then he strikes 
out at the vaquero, but he is too quick for 
him and darts beyond his reach, and then 
down the mustang comes upon all fours. 
Then he commences bucking and jumping, 
till at length one of hishind feet and one 
of his fore are caught in the rope. 
How he ‘plunges and rears and 
bucks to free himself. His movements 
are frantic and swift, but not so 

uick as those of his captors. At last he 

rees his limbs. and stands trembling. 
Very cautiously does the vaquero approach 
him again. He strokes him lightly on the 
forehead. At length he succeeds ia fasten- 
ing the blind over his eyes. The horse 
rears and plunges again, then stands trem- 
bling and still. Thenthe saddle is thrown 
upon his back. 
a series of antics, doubles himself up. bucks, 
rears and shakes himself in mad fury to 
free himself from his burden. But the va- 
quero is cool and steady. Once more he 
approaches him; strokes bim gently, 
speaks to him in his silver Spanish 
toungue, and then watchfully sets to work 
to fasten on the saddle. He makes quick 
work of it, and, with a sudden bound, leaps 
into his seat, removes the blind and the cir- 
cus begins. Bucking and rearing, describ- 
ing a large circle, rushes the enraged ani- 
mal. Head down to the ground, hind 
feet in the air, and then a swift 
reversal. But soon he feels the steady 
hand at the rein and into his mind creeps 
slowly the dawning idea ofa master. He 
doesn't like it, for the wild freedom of the 
asture has been his. So the fight for 
reedom begins again. But there is nota 
tremble in the strong hand that guides 
him, and so, in a short time, the struggle is 
over, and soon he is running swiftly along 
the race-course between two flery steeds, 
answering every touch upon the bridle, 
breathing quietly through his no longer 
inflated nostrils. Two mustangs were thus 
tamed, but latera fiery little bronco was 
brought in, who threw the Mexican who 
tried to ride him without a saddle, and who 
then, with a made rush, tore off down the 
track He was pursued by some of the 
ueros with riatas, but he leaped the 
high fence at a bound and struck 
out for the inclosure where the crowd 
stood. But he was finally taken, but the 
hour was too late to attempt his taming. 
After this came the ground skirmishing. 
A $10 piece was wrapped in a small hand- 
kerchief and laid upon the track. The na- 
tive Californians bear down upon it with 
their flying steeds, and three of the riders 
were successful in seizing the prizes as the 
leaned over almost to the earth and reache 
down, snatching it from under the swi 
hoofs of their running horses. . 

It was a novel and exciting occasion for 
Eastern visitors, and one which will be long 
talked of and remembered. Today a recep- 
tion will be given by the officers of the 
Charleston on board their ship, to leading 
residents of Santa Barbara, and others, 
and with that will close the festivities of 
the week.

The most important occurrence of the 
week was the stockholders’ meeting of the 
Coéperative Beet-Sugar Company in Kroe- 
ger’s Hall yesterday afternoon. President 
E. P. Fowler called the meeting to order at 
3 o'clock, and after briefly stating the ob- 
jects for which the stockholders had been 
brought together made the most welcome 
announcement that the board of directors 
had at last succeeded in having the neces- 
sary funds for the erection and equipment 
of the factory pledged by capitalists. He 
also announced that Dyer Bros. of Cleve- 
land, O., a wealthy firm of sugar machinery 
manufacturers. stood ready to build the 
factory and stock it completely with the 
most approved machinery—that is, to put 
up the entire plant in perfect and satisfac- 
tory working order before asking a single 
dollar of the price. 

Jadge Pierce of Garden Grove explained 
the nature of the security demanded by the 
capitalists who would furnish the money. 
It was that at least 2000 acres of land 
should be pledged to the raising of sugar 
beets for a period of five years and that the 
land should be trust-deeded to the corpora- 
tion. A mortgage was also to be given on 
the factory. 

President Fowler stated that the people 
were no longer asked to subscribe to a vis- 
ionary scheme, on an indefinite basis; but 
now the capital was secured, and each 
stockholder could know exactly what he 
and the company were required to doin 
order to have the factory established. Un- 
der the new plan many of the old subscrib- 
ers had doubled their shares, at the same 
time expressing themselves as well satisfied 
to mortgage their land to show their faith 
in the enterprise. Many believed that, 
even if the shareholders made not $1 
profit in the raising of the beets, and 
the factory made not profit in the 
manufacture of the sugar, the Govern- 
ment bounty of 2 cents per pound on the 
sugar would, in three to five years, pay off 
the entire indebtedness of the corporation, 
release all the lands from the mortgages, 
and the company would own a first-class 
and valuable plant without the outlay of a 
single dollar. 

The directors have hada corporate seal 
made, and certificates of stock and blank 
forms of deeds printed, which were exhib. 


ited, and the form of bond and agreement 


for the raising of the beets were also read. 

Upon the call for shareholders to come 
forward and sign the new articles of agree. 
ment, nearly every personin the hall re- 
sponded, and there is not a shadow of doubt 
but that the 2000 acres required under the 
new régime will be subscribed at once.

wind. These cloudy protuberances 
last for a long time, sometimes for sev- 
eral days, and sometimes for weeks. 
These formidable explosions are often 
thrown upward with a velocity the 
more surprising in that the surface of 
the sun, being neither solid mor liquid, 
does not offer the resistance which 
would be met by volcanic eruptions or 
by any projections whatsoever on our 
planet. This leads us to believe that 
the surface of the sun is composed of a 
= extraordinarily condensed even to a 
iquid condition, or perhaps to the vis- 
cuous consistency of pitch. Velocities 
have been measured in these eruptions 
of 800,000 and 400,000 yards per 
second. 

But what are all these flames in com- 
parison with the magnificence of the 
solar corona which constantly envelops 
the dazzling orb in an avreola of glory 
and light, and which darts its rays to

And how shall we measure, in addi- 
tion to all these giant forces, the mag- 
netic reaction which we feel from them 
at this distance, over 87,000,000 of 
leagues away? And yet this mysterious 
connection is no longer to be denied. 

How shall we refuse our interest to 
the subject of this divine Sun? He it is 
‘who makes us live, and all the destinies 
ofthe earth are hung upon his rays. 
He is at once the hand which sustains 
usin space, the lamp which lights us, 
the fire which warms 


of iron and of the greater number of 
the metals, impregnating the incandes- 
cent hydrogen. If we call the super- 
ficial layer of the solar globe an ocean 
of fire, we must refiect that it is an 
ocean hotter than the hottest glowing 
furnace, and at the same time deeper 
than the Atlantic is wide. If we call 
hurricanes the movements observed on 
the sun, we must remember that our 
own hurricanes blow with a violence of 
100 miles an hour, while there they 
blow with a violence of 100 miles a 
second; our most impetuous tempests 
are but the lightest breezes. Shall we 
compare the solar explosions to our 
volcanic. eruptions? Vesuvius has 
swallowed up Herculaneum and Pompeii 
under the lavas. A solar eruption ris- 
ing instantaneously to a height of 
62,500 miles would swallew up the 
entire earth under its rain of flame, 
and in a few seconds would reduce all 
terrestial life to ashes!

Are not the rose-colored 
lights of the aurora borealis as cold as 
the atmosphere of the poles? What a 
contrast between these inoffensive 
flames and those of the furnace pouring 
the glowing metal in streams of fire into 
the sand with its dazzling ebullitions 
ana filling the forge with stifling heat! 
What an abyss between the gentle, 
silent fame which detaches itself and 
flies away from the candle as it is ex- 
tinguished, and the blinding flash of 
powder which explodes, scattering ruin 
and death in its path! The variety, the 
diversity of chemical and physical phe- 
nomena expressed by this one word 
amply justify its general application to 
the solar protuberances. 

We can see these flames of the sun (in 
the spectroscope) standing out on the 
background of the sky only around the 
solar circumference; wecan distinguish 
them only when they are presented thus 
in profile. We must in our mind regard

Who could imagine, who could depict 


the ardor of that celestial fire, intense 
enough to bring to the boiling point in 


of the universal organism, since his pal- 
pitations spread all about him in space 
the waves of planetary vitality. Ifhe 
stopped for an instant, if he varied in 
his brightness, if his calorific energy 
became more violent, or if its emission 
were suddenly paralyzed, all humanity 
would be struck tothe Reart, and all 
personal activity ceasipg, we would 
hopelessly await the universal death 
agony. As certainly as that power 
which moves the watch is derived from 
the hand which wound it, so certain is 
it that every terrestial force descends 
from the sun. It is he who main- 
tains the liquid condition of the

babbling brook and the murmuring 
spring, for without him water would be 
rock. To him we owe the wind which 
blows, the cloud which passes, the green 
grass, the forest, the flower with its 
perfume and color. It is he who makes 
the world go around, who brings back 
the spring, who raves in the tempest, 
who sings in the par cad I throat of 
the nightingale. The galloping horse 
moves only by means of combustible 
material which he has received from 
the sun; the turning mill is moved by 
the same beneficent orb.

in fragments, Every cubic inch, every 
pound of wood, was built up by the sun. 
And in the darkness of night, through 
rain or snow, the noisy and blinding 
train which flies like a serpent, plunges 
beneath mountains, goes whistling and 
flashing through the fog in the frozen 
nights of winter, this artificial animal 
is but another child of the sun god, for 
the coal which feeds it is again sun- 
shine stored up through millions of 
years in the geological forests of the 
coal perfod. The sun comesto us in 
the form ot heat, he leaves us in the form 
of heat; but between his coming and 
his going he has brought into existence

eous; it is cloudy, and rests upon the 
solar globe, which appears formed of 
gas incomparably condensed. 

This immense solar globe is 1;280,000 
times more voluminous than the earth, 
and measures no less than 863,760 
miles in diameter. It weighs alone as 
much as 324,000 earths put together. 
And now, how are this light and this 
heat maintained? Three principal 
causes appear to be in play: The con- 
traction of the solar globe, the falling 
of meteors upon its surface and the 
throwing off of heat produced by chem- 
ical combinations. The first cause must 
be the most important. Every body 
which falis and which is arrested in its 
fall produces a certain quantity of heat, 
and the quantity of heat produced is 
the same, whether the body be suddenly 
arrested, or its course gradually slack- 
ened by resistance. If, as is probable, 
the solar globe is the result of the con- 
densation of an immense nebula which 
originally extended beyond the orbit of 
Neptune, the falling of the molecules 
involved in the present condition of 
condensation has formed about eigh- 
teen million times as much heat as 


the sun now gives yearly. From 
this it would result that the 
sun has only 18.000, 00 of years 
existence. On the other and, 


suppose this to be the only source of 
solar heat; this orb condensed will be 
reduced to one-half its present diameter 
in 5,000,000 years at the latest, and 
since, with this size, it would have 
eight times its present density, it would 
become liquid and its temperature 
would begin to decrease, so that after 
10,000,000 years its heat would no 
longer be sufficienttosupply a condition 
of life analogous to the present one. 
The entire life of the solarsystem would 
not surpass. according to this hypothe- 
sis, 80,000,000 years. The falling of 
metoric matters might increase it by so 
much as would bring it up to 60,000,- 
000 years. It is prudent to add that we 
are not acquainted with all the resources 
of nature, and that probably this 
oo giving forth of light and heat 
kept up by other additional causes. 


However this be, the physical con- 


struction of the sun is one of the most 
curious and one of the most important 
subjects of study which are offered to 
our attention, and any mind which is 
interested in the affairs of nature can- 
not refrain from being impressed by 
this greatness and attracted by these 
problems, whose study doubles to us the 
pleasure of life.

Mr. Cullom became Speaker of the 
lower house of the Illinois Legislature 
in 1860, and President Lincoln ap- 
pointed him a member of the War Com- 
mission that sat in Cairo, III., in 1862. 
He served until 1864 in the Legislature. 

He entered the lower hofise of Con- 
gress, Dec, 4, 1865-and held his seat 
until March 4, 1871, sefving three 
terms from the Springtield strict, 
which, prior to that time, had been 
Democratic. It was brought back to 
its Democratic allegiance when Mr. 
Cullom ceased to be a candidate and 
William M. Springer entered the field. 

As chairman of the Committee on 
Territories during his third term in 
Congress he concluded 
THE FIRST INVESTIGATION OF POLYGAMY, 
and, with an able and exhaustive re- 
port, brought in a billto wipe out the 
‘twin relic of barbarism.’’ He passed 
it through the House, but the conserva- 
tive Senate wanted to wait, you know. 


‘and wait it did until Mr. Cullom became 


a member of that body and enlisted the 
services of Senators Edmonds, Hoar 
and others, when the bili of multiple 
marriage extermination became a law. 

When Mr. Cullom dropped out of Con- 
gress he dropped into a bank at Spring- 
field, and quickly proved himself as suc- 
cessful handling notes, checks, drafts, 
currency and hard cash as he had been 
iu handling questions of statesmenship 
and slippery politicians. 

His old friends were not backward in 
calling on him again, and in 1872 they 
elected him to the Legislature and made 
him Speaker of the lower house a 
second time. He reéntered the Legis- 
lature for the fourth termin 1874. 

NOMINATING GRANT FOR PRESIDENT. 

In the meantime he ran up to Chi- 
cago, in 1868, as a member ofthe Re- 
publican National _Convention. In 
1872, as chairmnn of the Illinois dele- 
gation, he placed IIlinois's illustrious 
soldier, Ulysses S. Grant, in nomination 
for the Presidency for the second term, 
at Philadelphia. 

When Mr. Cullom’s four th term in the 
Illinois Legislature expired he walked 
across the hall of the old Capitol and 
took possession of the Governor’s room, 
title to which had been given him by 
the people by a rousing majority in the 
election of 1876. He did so well that 
the Sucker State citizens reélected him 
in 1880, and he served until February 
5, 1888, when he threw up the job to 
go to Washington and take the seat in 
the United States Senate from which 
David Davis, Lincoln’s old law partner, 
had just been retired. 

Mr. Cullom was reélected to the Sen- 
ate in 1888 for the term expiring 
March 4, 1895.

A Pleasant Excursion to the His- 
torical Spot. 


The Old Buildings Fast Falling Into 
Decay 


prompt Action Necessary if They 
Are to Be Preserved. 


Jourtesies Extended to the Visitors by 


Don Juan Forster and Col. Dick 
Egan— Plans of the Commit- 
tee on Preservation. 


The picturesque town of San Juan 
zapistrano was roused from its peace- 
ful quiet yesterday by a company of in- 
raders who went down on the 8:15 
‘rain from Los Angeles. Their errand 
was a philanthropic one, however, and 
they were unarmed, save with cameras 
and kodaks. The company comprised 
three members of the Committee on 
Preserfation of Missions, Miss Tessa L. 
Kelso, chairman of the committee; 
Mrs. Jeanne C. Carr, Mrs. H. B. Wing. 
Rev. Father Adam, V.G.; Dr. M. H. Al- 
ter and his camera; Bertrand, the pho- 
tographer; representatives of the His-

enjoyed by the visitors, who investi- 
gated every portion of the mission. 
Passing through the central arch lead- 
ing to the garden in the rear the group 
listened with interest to Father Adam, 
as he explained how in years gone by 
the Mission Indians bad played their 
games or plied their trades within this 
open court. The arches on one entire 
side and half the length of another are 
totally destroyed. The roof, which ex- 
tended from the main building over the 
wide corridors which lined the court, 
are gone to decay and rows of swallows 
nests now cling to the ancient eaves. 
Here, later in the day, the camera was 
leveled at a group of the explorers, 


standing in the shadow of the arches. 


Passing through the court the party en- 
tered the old chapel, used for worship 
till about a year ago Here, in the 
place where once the altar lights 
burned brightly, was a magnificent old 
painting of the crucifiction done in 
1800, the colors now dim with age. At 
one side was the grave of two children of 
Don Forster’s covered with a marble 
tablet. There were two cherub faces 
carved in marble at the head of the 
tomb and a Spanish inscription on the 
tablet. As the shutters were thrown 
back and the bright sunshine streamed 
across the brick floor, illuminating the 
walls, now hung with cobwebs, the con- 
fessional box, the half-decayed holy- 
water bowl, and revealing the general 
air of desolation, many were glad to 
hasten back into the sunny court and 
leave behind this gloomy place which 
seemed to be the catacomb, as it were, 
of all the dusky forms who have in 
years gone by knelt on those 
stone floors. The company gradually 
divided itself into groups of twos and 
threes, each pursuing the line of inves- 
tigation which best suited his taste. 
Thev prowled about through the ruins, 
prying into every nook and corner with 
the interest of explorers. In the bet- 
ter preserved portion of the mission is a 
neat little chapel, where service is held 
once in three weeks on Sunday. The 
altar was not yet divested of its Easter 
lilies and the light fell softly through 
the stained glass windows. Inthe sa- 
cristy adjoining, in a huge chest of 
drawers of Spanish cedar, were the ele- 
gant vestments worn by the priests at 
the celebration of mass. Father Gro- 


gan freely exhibited all these sacred. 


treasures—the tray, with its cruets 
for wine and water, and its 
tiny dell, all of pure gold; 
richly embroidered robes, with ban- 
gles of solid silver, the altar cloth of 
finest silk, woven a century ago, and 
the chime of tiny bells mounted on a 
small wooden wheel, which, when set 
revolving, sent out a music that was 
like a ghost of the past, so discordant, 
so jangled was it, like sweet bells out 
of tune.“ 

The main part of the mission is in 
ruins. Of the great chapel naught is 
left but the rear wall and a portion of 
the sides. This rear wall, circular in 
form, has been horribly defaced by 
tourists. Standing within this sanctu- 
ary, where once the voices of the Fran- 
ciscan Fathers rose in prayer and chant, 
a group of the visitors were again 
photographed by Photographer Bert- 
ra ud. 

S. P. Hunt, the architect, was one of 
the company, and he carefully examined 
the ruins in a professional way. One 
ofthe mainarches is fast crumbling 
away, and unless something is done 
speedily to strengthen it it will fall. A 
Euler ot the roof over the archway 
eading to the court at the rear is en- 
tirely gone leaving the wall exposed to 
the elements. By the placing ofa few 
boards and tiles this could be repaired 
and thus check the work of destruction. 
The plan of the Committee on Preser- 
vation is to first inclose the grounds in 
a substantial manner to prevent depre- 
dations, then to cover the exposed tops 
of the walls with cement and 
remove the débris of the earth- 
quake of 1812, which has never 
been done, The adobe and other ma- 
terial contained in this débris can be 
used to restore the weak places in such 
walls as it is desirable to replace. If a 
sufficient fund can be raised for this pur- 
pose Bishop Mora will employ the needy 
and destitute members of the order to 
do the work. As this property isin the 
hands of the Catholics the work must 
progress through them, but it is con- 
sidered a matter of public interest to 
see to it that the work of decay be 
checked. Otherwise in a few years the 
California missions will be blotted from 
the face of the earth. It is not pro- 
posed to in any way attempt to restore 
or modernize the missions but simply to 
preserve the ruins in their preseut pic- 
turesque condition. The railroads, 
recognizing the necessity of this from a 
business standpoint, have signified their 
willingness to subscribe liberally 
toward this end. 

Astrong and determined effort will 
be made to rescue them. The commit- 
tee will report officially on the investi- 
gation made yesterday. and a meeting 
will be held in the near future ina 
large hall, when views of the mission 
will be given, and the matter practically 

esented. This mission at San Juan 

pistrano is the oldest, save four, of 
the missions in the State. 

Before the visitors left the mission 
Father Adam caused the old bells hung 
in the tower to be rung, to the great 
patisfaction of the company. The bell-

ringer was a member of the old Mexican 
family which inherited this honor. 

An object of interest were the record 
books of the mission. The register of 
deaths, begun by Father Junipero Serra 
in 1776, contains the record of over 
4000 deaths upto the year 1850, when 
it was finished by father Rosales. Up 
to the year 1858, 1516 marriages were 
recorded. A curiosity of antiquity was 
a work on theology bound in sheepskin, 
published in 1679. Many lingered 
about the mission the entire 
picnicking from their lunch 
baskets in the sunny corridors, while 
others sought the generous hospitality 
of the Mendelson Hotel, which has been 
conducted by its present owner for the 
past twenty years in the hospitable 
fashion of early California days. Don 
Forster and his family showed every 
courtesy to the visitors who were free 
to wonder through the grounds, sit upon 
the broad verandas or occupy the pleas- 
ant parlors, where, during the after- 
noon some good music was listened to. 
Judge Egan’s abode across the way was 
also visited and his collection of curios 
admired. Some of the visitors enjoyed 
a drive down to the beach through the 
courtesy of Don Forster. | 

Shortly after 5 o’clock the company 
of explorers wended their way to the 
little station, and while waiting for the 
train, were treated to an  unex- 
pected exhibition of skillin throwing 
the lariat. Tom Rowan, who is 
spending a few weeks with Judge 
Egan, mounted on a dashing steed, gal- 
loped down the dusty road, but was 
checked in his wild career by a lasso 
thrown with unerring aim and a swift 
strength from the brawny arm of Don 
Forster. This pleased the company im- 
mensely, and such shouts and huzzas 
rent the air that Mr. Rowan was in- 
duced to risk his neck by being lassoed 
again and again. Just as the sun was 
setting, the sheep, -shearers astride their 
horses, came loping over the hill, the 
incoming train gave a shrill shriek, 
there was a scramble for thecars, good- 
by's were waivedsand the locomotive 
steamed swiftly away cityward. 


WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Weekly Bulletin Issued by the Weather 
Department for Southern California. 
Following is the weekly weather crop 

bulletin for Southern California, issued 

by the Weather Bureau for the week 

ending April 22: 

Ventura county—Heavy winds prevailed 
at Hueneme during the week, and cool 
nights with warm, very drying days at 
Bardsdale. Crops will be short unless rain 
falls soon, except those that can be irri- 
gated. Foggy mornings are proving bene- 


‘ficial. 


Los Angeles county—Light rain fell in 
the Antelove Valley on the 16th, where 
vegetables are being planted quite exten. 
sively with anticipation of a good yield. 
Cool winds benefited the grain. Cool, gen- 
erally fair weather prevailed at Los Ange- 
les and light frost occurred in the vicinit 
of Park station, on the Santa Monica roa 
on the 20th and 2list. Everything is pro- 
gressing nicely at Duarte except late-sown 
grain, which is suffering from drought and 
heading very low down. Apricots and 
peaches promise a good crop; highest tem- 
perature for the week, 80°; lowest, 43°. 
The weather was very warm at Covina un- 
til the 17th; since then cool nights and dry- 
ing winds from the southwest have pre- 
vailed. Barley is heading out of medium 
height, strawberries are gy ! fine and 
yielding well, The deciduous fruit crop is 
growing rapidly and is looking well. The 
weather at Pomona was rather coo] all the 
week for the season, which was good for all 


crops, but rain is needed. Very light frost 


formed Tuesday morning, doing no dam- 
age. Theindications are fair fora full 
olive crop. Four carloads of good oranges 


were shipped during the week. 


San Bernardino county—At Ontario the 
warm weather is bring out the. orange 
bloom, and both the early and late varie- 
ties are blossoming very heavily. Apricots 
are nearly as large as walnuts and the 
trees are well loaded, The warm weather 
of the: past week at Chino has forced vege- 
tation toa rapid growth, but the higher 
ground is getting quite dry and one more 
good rain this season would be of great 
benefit. About 3600 acres of sugar beets 
are under cultivation. 

Orange county—The outlook for the bar- 
ley crop is not very bright at Anaheim, as 
the continuous dry weather has materially 
affected it, and most of it will have to be 
cut for hay, *Seedlings and budded oranges, 
also apricots and peaches promise an abun- 
dantcrop. Much of the barley will have to 
be cut for hay at Santa Ana, and a portion 
will be fitonly for pasturage. The fruit 
outlook was never better; the trees are cov- 
ered with blossoms, Oranges are moving 
slowly at Tustin, with a considerable quan- 
tity toship yet. Prospects very good for 
apricot and peach crop. 

San Diego county—No rain fell during 
the week at San Diego city. but heavy dews 
were reported from the back country. 
Grain and hay will beshort and in some 
places will not amount to much unless good 
rains come soon. The fruit crop promises 
well, unless the fruit drops from the cold 
nights of the past week. The temperature 
has been low at nights, falling to 46° on the 
19th, and was much lower back from the 
coast, Campo reporting a minimum of 32°, 
The oat-hav crop is being harvested at Na- 
tional City; indications point to short local 
grain crops. The season's rainfall is below 
the average.

A Breezy Scene in Department 
One. 

Heated Controversy Between Judge 

Smith and R. A. Ling, Esq. 


The Attorney Cited to Appear to 
Answer for Contempt. 4 


Two Decrees of Divorce 6 Pr 
of the Chinese Murder Trial—Mach 
Interest Manifested by 
the Heathen, 


W. Seligman, the German, charged 
with wholesale horse-stealing, appeared 
before Judge Smith yesterday morning 
to plead to three charges of grand lar- 
ceny. His counsel, R. A. Ling, Esq., 
moved the court, however, to set aside 
the information in each case, on the 
ground that the cases on preliminary 
examination had been continued upon 
motion of the District Attorney, inspite 
of the defendant’s remonstrance, for 
over six days. 

Deputy District Attorney Diehl de- 
nied that such was the case and offered 
to prove his statement by the transcript 
of the reporter’s notes. While he was 
absent, the transcript being upstairs in 
the District Attorney’s office. R. A, 
Ling, Esq., admitted that the cases 
which nad been continued for six days 
had been dismissed, but claimed at the 
same time that the defendant had been 
denied his constitutional right to an im- 
mediate examination in the cases in 
controversy. 

Judge Smith evidently concluded that 
the attorney had been running a bluff, 
and was trying to back down for he 
sternly rebuked the defendant’s counsel 
for trifling with the court. 4 

At this juncture Deputy District At- 
torney Diehl returned with the trans- 
cript, and R. A. Ling, Esq., proceeded 
to read the testimony taken at the pre- 
liminary examination, for the purpose 
of showing the court that his motion 
was not an unreasonable one. After 
several pages had been read, however, 
Judge Smith interrupted the attorney 
and remarked that he did not want to 
hear any of the testimony except such 
as bore upon the question at issue. 

Attorney Ling replied that there were 
only a few more pages, and continued 
to read. 

The Court again informed the defen- 
dant’s counsel somewhat sharply that it 
did not want to hear any more, where- 
upon Attorney Ling impetuously slam- 
med the transcript on the table and sat 
down, saying: Oh, well, if the Court 
won't hear me, and my client has no 
rights here. quit.“ 

Judge Smith testily remarked that 
the conduct of Attorney Ling was un- 
becoming in a lawyer and officer of the 
court; when, to the surprise of all pres- 
ent, Mr. Ling responded warmly that 
he did not consider the Court was con- 
ducting himself properly. 

Judge Smith turned to Stenographer 
McAllister and instructed him to take 
down what the gentleman said. where- 
upon Mr. Ling expressed the hope that 
the reporter would also take down what 
the Court had said. 

Judge Smith sternly ordered Mr. Ling 
to sit down, but the overheated attor- 
ney walked leisurely over to the rails 
as if to leave the courtroom and, appar- 
ently, changing his mind, returned to 
the table and sat down. 

The Court, meanwhile, recovered its 
serenity and sternly cited the attorney 
to appear before it on Monday morning 
at 10 o’clock to show cause why he 
should not be punished for contempt. 
Mr. Ling replied that he was busy on 
Monday morning and couldn’t be there. 

The matter before the Court was then 
proceeded with and the motion upon be- 
ing submitted, wasdenied. A demurrer 
was then presented in each case, but 
that also was overruled. The defendant 
thereupon entered his plea of not guilty 
to each charge and all three cases were 
ordered placed upon the trial calendar. 

Attorney Ling then arose and ad- 
dressed the Court in his behalf, but his 
apology only incensed the Court the 
more, for he argued that he intended no 
contempt, and would never have said 
what be did had not the Court been at 
fault in addressing him. 

Judge Smith interrupted the attorney 
and sternly remarked that the substance 
of Mr. Ling’s argument was that the 
Court ought to be fined for contempt 
and the attorney dismissed with flying 
colors. Hedid not propose to step a 
hair’s breadth from the line of his duty, 
however unpleasant it might be; but 
he was prepared to uphold the dignity 
of his court atall hazards. The order 
would stand asit was. Attorney Ling 
replied that he was engaged in Judge 
Shaw’s Court; and asked the Court if it 
would wait for him on Monday morning. 
Certainly,“ said Judge Smith curtly, 
and stepping from the bench, that dig- 
nitary passed into his chambers and 
slammed the door.

Novelists rely on fiction for their 
ground-work of great books. But when 
cold, and sometimes cruel, facts present 
themselves to a writer he wonders and 
pauses. ‘Can such things be?“ he will 
ask of himself. 

A sad story, with New Orleans as the 
fountainhead, has just come to light, 
and as one of the principals has been in 
this city it willhave a local tinge in 
narrating it.

Keep the Sidewalks Clean. 

Los ANGELES, April 23.—[To the Editor 
of THE Truxs.] Some of the more public. 
spirited citizens residing on Olive street are 
endeavoring to improve that portion lying 
between Sixth and Pico. A petition has 
been presented to the Council and referred 
to the Board of Public Works to construct a 
cement sidewalk on both sides of that por- 
tion of Olive between the streets above 
named, and also to gravel the steeet. Olive 
street must eventually become one of the 
finest residence streets, but has been much 
neglected owing toa lack of public spirit 
on the part of many living thereon. Here- 
tofore whenever an effort has been made 
for improvement it has always been met 
with opposition from those who are never 
ready to move on and u all improve. 
ments on general principles. It is hoped, 
however, that all will unite in favor of this 
much-needed change from the present un- 
sightly condition of the sidewalks, In a 
beautiful and growing city like Los Ange- 
les it is to be regretted that there should be 
a lack of taste and enterprise in improving 
and ornamenting our residence streets. I 
commend your readers to the excellent 
suggestions of ex-Mayor Harrison of Chi- 
cago in his address at the Chamber 
of Commerce. The natural elements 
are not lacking to make this one of the 
finest cities in the world. 

There is an urgent demand for an outfall 
sewer asa meansgf preserving the health 
ofthe city. Asaresult of the present con- 
dition there are numerons cases of scarlet 
fever and pneumonia. Some of the most 
thickly populated streets in the western 
portion of the city depend entirely upon 
cesspools, and sometimes from neglect they 
become very offeusive. The manner, also, 
of disposing of garbage, especially on the 
west side of Olive street, is.a nuisance that 
certainly ought to be abated. Every Tues- 
day from early morn until after midday,the 
front of the sidewalk is lined with old tin 
cans, boxes and barrels filled with every 
kind of loud-smelling garbage, and the con- 
tents in the heart of the day is gathered up 
by the huge cart with its festering mass 
followed by swarms of files. Cannet our 
municipal authorities find a remedy for 
such acrying evil. It is an outrage upon 
decency. With the advent of summer let 
us make provision for our own health as 
as well as make the city attractive to vis- 
itors.

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“THE CRASH” TO COME. 


As Related by M. Emile Zola, 
the Novelist. 


A Novel Depicting Incidents and Hor- 
rors of Franco-Prussian War. 


How the Materials Were Collected 
for the Work. 


A Brief Expose of Its Plot—Sedan and the 
Luckless Seventh Corps d’Armee 
—A Great Story by a 
Great Writer. 


Paris, March 80.—[Special corre- 
spondence of Tun Times.] For the first 
time in many years I have seen M. 
Emile Zolain a hurry. That was last 
night when I called on him for the pur- 
poses of this conversation. To the in- 
itiated there are two hours in the day 
when the great novelist of the Rue de 
Bruxelles may be seen at home—one is 
at 1:80 ‘o'clock, directly after his 
dejeuner; and the other at 6, during the 
hour before dinner. M. Zola is a man 
of such extremely methodical habits 
that, exceipt when he is away at his 
country seat at Melun, one may find 
him at these hours all the year round. 
In the morning he writes, spending 
about three hours daily at his writing 
table in the artistic study, half work- 
shop, half studio, on the first floor of 
his hotel. At 1 o’clock he lunches, 


devotes an hour after lunch to 
his friends, and spends the rest 
of the afternoon out of doors. 


He may usually be seen at some 
time or another in the afternoon at the 
Hotel Drouot. attending the auction 
sales of pictures and art bric-a-brac. 
He is a great lover of curios, and his 
house at the Rue de Bruxelles, as well 
as his country seats at Melun, are 
filled with artistic treasures. He pos- 
sesses, amongst other ＋ some 
priceless pieces of tapestry of a very 
early period. His chief pleasure in life 
„Form- 
erly,” he said once to me, I used to 
get nen | robbed, and all kinds of

me. But I have served my apprentice- 
ship as an art collector now.“ Back 


home at 6, he has another hour for 


friends and callers. He dines at 7, and 
oo up the rest of his evening to his 

omesticlife. Asa general rule, so he 
told me himself, he prefers people to 
callin the evening, as at the earlier 
hour, which is shortly after he has got 
through with his task, he is usually in a 
very nervous and irritable state. Es- 
pecially has this been the case ever 


since he undertook the writing 
of his new novel, The Crash,“ 
(La Debacle,) which, as he has 


frequently told me, has given him more 
trouble than any of his previous works. 
‘I don't write easily. have always 
envied those novelists which produce 
their stories whilst tickling their beards 
and smoking their cigarettes. I produce 
in pain and torment, and usually leave 
my table after the completion of my 
daily task in a state of great irritation 
—irritation against my will, who, as I 
think, has not realized one-tenth of 
what I had sat down to do, and of irri- 
tation against my work, which has 

ven me so much trouble and laid such 

bor upon me. I feel like a laborer

back all day, when he 
throws down for a short rest what has 


deen -galling his back and straining his 
muscles for so man 
_ night, it was 6 o’clock that I called at 


hours.“ So, last 
the hotel in the Rue de Bruxelles, and 
then it was, as 1 have said, that 
for the first time in many years I 
saw M. Zola in a hurry. I had 
not been sitting long in the dining-room, 
into which the valet-de-chamber had 
shown me, when the master came run- 
ning in with his watch in his hand. It 
is for an interview, is it not?’’ he cried, 
as he sat down at one of the monumental 
arm-chairs at the dining-table. Then 
he jumped up again, and once more con- 
sulted his watch, and looked at meso 
expressively, as if to say, Do let me 
off this time,“ that I could not help say- 
ing, raison de journal or no raison de 
journal: ‘‘You are ina hurry for once 
in your life, master“ es, yes,“ he 
cried, in a dreadful hurry. It is the 
Theater Libre tonight you know, and I 


am going. As it is, I shall have only a 


quarter of an hour for dinner. Dogo 
away and come tomorrow.“ 

I went away, and I came on the mor- 
row, andthis time it was M. Zola’s 
study that I was received in that beau- 
tiful room, with its broad writing table 
covered with curios, the Oriental divan 
in one corner, by the monumental man- 
tlepiece; the rare old embroideries on 
the walls, and from wooden panels over 
doors and stained glass windows the 
heads of cherubim, gilt and colored, 
blowing trumpets, it may be, of univer- 
sal fame. 

Ifound him looking worried, but not 
so nervous as usual. He sat quietly 
while we spoke, and, as a general rule, 
when M. Zola is discoursing on any sub- 
joct that lies near to bis heart, his mus- 
cles are in riot all the while: He has a 
special habit of constantly moving to 
and fro his slippered foot, which de- 
notes at nervousness, The first 
thing Isaid to him was, Now that 
‘The Crash’ has assumed definite shape 
and is near completion can you pro- 
nounce yourself satisfied with it?“ 

Jam never satisfied with my books.“ 
said Emile Zola, “and with ‘The Crash’ 
no more than with its predecessors. If 
[have any feeling toward my latest 
work it is one of execration. Yes, I ex- 
ecrate it. That is, however, my usual 
feeling toward a book that I have com- 

leted or am completing. I feel how 

ttle [have realized what I wanted to 
do, how muchI have left unsaid, how, 
far short I have fallen of my ideal, how 
little use I have made of my materials. 
When I look at it it seems to me to be 
shapeless and confused. I have always 
felt so toward all my books. It is only 
after some time, when I have forgotten 
what were my dreams about, what was 
2 ambition in connection with it, 
when the once vivid ideal has faded 
away out of my mind, that I enjoy in the 
contemplation of my work some meas- 
‘ure of satifaction. With The Crash’ 


it will be as with all my previous works. 


I hate it now. I could stamp on it with 
— Later on I Shall feel my disap- 
pointment less. But it will take longer 
with me to reconcile myself to this 
book than it did with the oth- 
ers, because The Orash“ has given me 
infinitely more trouble thdn any of my 

revious works. When I began writing 
t, I had no conception of the immen- 
sity of the task which I had imposed on 
myself. The labor of reading up all 
that has been written on my subject in 
general, and on the battle of Sedan in 
particular, has been enormous, and the 
work of condensation of all that I have 
had to read has been all the more labori- 
ous, for op no subject has more diverg- 
ence of opinion been expressed. You 
see that revoiving book-case on your 
left band, crammed full with books and 
brochures; you see that Boule commode, 
with its overflowing drawers crammed 
with newspapers and mauuscripts; you 
see those dossiers on wy writing-table? 


All that is material wilich I have had to

digest. Ihave read all that has been 
written about the battle of Sedan, as 
well as all about the unhappy adven- 
tures of the luckless Seventh Corps 
d' Armée, in which is placed the ficti- 
tious regiment which plays the leading 
role in my novel. And the digestion 
has not been an easy task. Each 
General, for instance, has a different 
versionto give of the why and the 
wherefore ofthe defeat. Each claims 
to have had a plan, which, if it 
had been followed, would have averted 
disaster. Another difficulty has been 
that I took no part in that campaign, 
not having been a soldier, and that for 
my information on the life and experi- 
ence of those who went through the 
campaign in general, and the battle of 
Sedan in particular, Ihave had to de- 
pend on outside testimony, often of a 
conflicting nature. I may say, however, 
that in this matter I have been greatly 
helped by the kindness of persons who 
are good enough to be interested in my 
work, and as soon as it became known 
that I was writing a book about the war 
and about Sedan I received from all 
parts of France manuscript relations 
written by people of all classes, who 
had been present at the battle and who 
sent me their recollections. That was 
most excellent material; indeed the best, 
because not to be found anywhere else. 
See here: ‘Anecdotal account of the 
battle of Sedan,’ sent by a gentleman 
who is now a professor in one of the 
universities in the south. And here, 
this long, ill-spelled letter, which comes 
to me from a game-keeper in the north, 
in which he gives me the fall account 
of the battle as it impressed him, who 
was a private soldier in the Seventh 
Corps d' Armée at the time. I have 
masses of such documents, and it was 
my duty to go through everything that 
could throw any light upon the subject. 
My labor has been one of reconciliation 
of divergent statements in the first 
place, and of condensation in the sec- 
ond. I had to reduce to one page what 
I could ** and without prolixity, 
have treated in a dozen pages; so that 
with each page, nay, with each sentence, 
I have been confronted with the ques- 
tion what to leave out and what to say. 
Then when each page was written I be- 
gan to torture myself with the doubt 
whether I had left unsaid things I ought 
to have said, whether I had sacrificed 
peer for inferior material. Ah, yes, it 
as given mé enormous trouble. And 
the end is not yet.“ 

‘You have not finished the novel!“ 

„No; I have fully two months more 
work before me. [am at present on 
the last section of the work. But, as 
you know, my stories begin to appear in 
serial form before the whole mann- 
script is ready. I like it to be so, as it 
keeps me to my task, supposing that I 
might, by some chance, have a desire 
to break through my rule of steady 
work. The first two-thirds of my novel 
are finished; indeed, one-third is al- 
ready inthe hands of the publishers, 
who will produce it in serial form.“ 

The book divides itself into thirds?” 

es, The Crash’ is divided into three 
parts. Each part will contain about 
eight of more than average 
length. e book will be one of my 
strongest stories. The first part treats 
of the action of the luckless Seventh. 
Corps d’Armée, in which is the fic- 
titious regiment in which my hero or 
heroes are placed. I say heroes, be- 
cause I have really two heroes in this 
story. Oneis Jean of my novel La 
Terre,“ who is a corporal in this regi- 
ment; the otheris a new character named 
Maurice, who goes through Sedan as a 
private soldier. Between these two 
men a great friendship exists, and, in- 
deed, it is from this friendship in the 
face of death and danger, this comrade- 
ship in arms malgre tout, that I draw 
the chief effects of sentiment with 
which my novel is seasoned. For ‘The 
Crash’ is not a love story. The female 
characters in it play only secondary 
roles; there is no love-making worth 
speaking about, at the most only the 
‘intention’ of love, the indication of 
courtship. Jean and Maurice, my 
two heroes, moreover, present types of 
the France of the day. Maurice, whois 
represented as a young man who has 
recently been admitted to the bar, is 
the man of the world, light, cynical, 
skeptical, the type of the France of the 
empire, embodying her grace and her 
faults. He is the type of the France 
that, sated with pleasure, rushed to dis- 
aster. Jean’s psychology, as you have 
read ‘La Terre,’ you are acquainted 
with. He represents the new social 
couche, a new stratum, and is in some 
way emblematic of the France of the 
future. Now, I will confess to you that 
when I began writing my book, and had 
this idea of this friendship, I expected 
to be able to produce by its means a 
much greater effect than I think I have 
done. This friendship has not yielded 
all that I had hoped for.“ 

{ interrupted: ‘‘Being invariably dis- 
satisfied with your work as a whole, it 
is only natural that you should be dis- 
contented with its details. You are so 


severe a critic of yourself that we will 


not accept this avowal.“ 

“The first section of 7 chapters, 
then, treats ot the action of the Seventh 
corps before Sedan. It opens with allu- 
sions to the trifling defeats on the fron- 
tier, which shows the Seventh corps 
crowded back on to Rheims, but the 
principal subject of these chapters is 
the terrible march from Rheims to 
Sedan. Itis an epic event, pregnant 
with the irony of fate, and, to my think- 
ing, one of the most tragic military epi- 

es that history records. There is no 
fighting described in this part; indeed 
the only battle that I describe is Sedan. 

The tragedy lies in the exposition of 
the faults that gradually led up to the 
terrible disaster. One follows the 
movements of this ill-fated corps, know- 
ing whataterrible shadow of defeat, 
disaster and death overhangs it. It 
was a wonderful corps, and the way it 
was managed was wonderful in its 
crass stupidity. My second part is 
entirely devoted to a — of 
the battle of Sedan in all its phases, 
seen from all sides. I have omitted 
nothing which can help to a compre- 
hension of that enormous episode in the 
history of France and the world. Now 
we are with Napoleon, now with the 
Emperor of Germany, now with the 
burgeois of Sedan, now with the Franc- 
tireurs in the woods. Each movement 
of troops that contributes to the final 
dénouement is exposed. I have en- 
deavored to be complete, but, as I have 
said, I had too little space for the im- 
mense amount of material in my hands. 
I have also endeavored to speak the 

lain truth without either fear or favor. 

e reader will be aroused to com- 
passion with the sufferings, bodily and 
mental, of the heroic and martyred 
army, just as he will be aroused to in- 
dignation at the conduct of its chiefs, 
which fell little short of downwright 
dementia. It has been my duty to de 
severely critical, and I have not shrunk 
from the responsibility of wounding, 
where it was right and just to do so, 
susceptibilities which I see no reason 
for respecting. I dare say there will 
be some outcry at my blame, but I am 
indifferent, having spoken the truth. 

“The last part of my nevel is played 
out in Sedan after the battle. From 
thence the reader follows the rest of 
the history of the war as it develops in 
other parts of France until it culmin- 
ates in the outbreak of the commune 
and the final efondrement (falling in) of 
Paris in à sea of fire and an ocean of 
blood. The last chapter of the book is 
an account of Paris in flames, of Paris 


with its gutters running with blood. I 
hope by this means to produce à Fra- 
dation of effect—the catastrophe of 
Sedan, which ends the second part fol- 
lowed up by the still greater catas- 
trophy ofthe last chapter. To resume: 
The first part of my novel is the march 
from Rheims to Sedan, the second is the 
catastrophe of Sedan from inception to 
dénouement, and the third is the effon- 
drement, not of Paris alone, but of the 
whole of old-time France, with the dé“ 
nouement of the burning of Paris, the 
flames of which clear away not only an 
old régime, but a whole psychological 
state, and prepare a fresh field 
for a new and regenerated peo- 
ple. For observe, that my book, as far 
as outward construction goes, divided 
into three parts, may also be divided 
into a novel of historical amd a novel of 
psychological interest. It tells a tale 
of many adventures, but it also aims to 
give a full list of psychological studies 
of French societies as it was at the out- 
break of the war. My novels have 
always been written with a higher aim 
than merely to amuse. Ihave so high 
an opinion of the novel as a means of 
expression—I consider it parallel with 
lyrical poetry, as the highest form of 
literary expression, just as in the last 
century the drama was the highest form 
of expression—that it is on this account 
that 1 have chosen it as the form in 
which to present to the world what I 
wish to oan on the social, scientific and 
psychological problems that occupy the 
minds of thinking men. But for this I 
might have said what I wanted to say 
to the world in another form. But 
the novel has today risen from the 
place which it held in the last cen- 
tury at the table of the banquet of let- 
ters. It was then the idle pastime of 
the hour, and sat low down between the 
table and the idyl. Today it contains, 
or may be made to contain, everything, 
and it is because that is my creed that I 
am a novelist. Ihave, to my thinking, 
certain contributions to make to the 
thought of the world on certain sub- 
jects, andI have chosenthe novel as 
the best way of communicating these 
contributions tothe world. Thus ‘The 
Crash,’ in the form of a very precise 
and accurate relation of a series of his- 
torical facts—in other words, in the 
form of a realistic historical novel—is a 
document on the psychology of France 
in 1870. This wilfexplain to you the 
hum ber of charaters which figure in the 
book. Each character represents one 
etat dame psychologique of the France 
of the day.. If my work be well - done, 
the reader will be able to understand 
what was in men’s minds and what was 
the bentof men’s minds—what they 
thought and how they thought at that 
period.“ 8 

After à pause, M. Zola added, as if 
speaking to himself: It is true that I 
sometimes ask myself if this is the réle 
of the novel after all.“ 

Isaid nothing for a while, but waited 
to hear whether the master would have 
more to say on a question on the solu- 
tion of which, it seems to me, the whole 
future of the novel is at stake. But, he 
saying no more, after that muttering 
aside, I asked him if he would give me 
some Insight into the genesis of such a 
work as he is now engaged upon—from 
what beginnings so colossal a construc- 
tion raises itself. 

J have no subiect whatever to start 
with,’’ he said; ‘‘only the idea of a sub- 
ject. In this case I bad the idea of a 
novel about the war, and the catastro- 
phe and falling-in of the empire. I 
never trouble to search for a subject, 
but having an epoch or a phase of life 
in my mind, set to work to read up all 
that I can find that will instruct add in- 
form me on that epoch and that subject. 
As I read. the characters suggest them- 
selves. The personages spring. from 
the epoch itself. My readings give me 
in due course my subject. Thus, in this 
novel, which incarnates the military 
spirit of the time, each phase of the sub- 
ject suggested a character. The subject 
was to be war. I had to consider war 
in its relation to various classes of so- 
ciety war vts-a-vis the bourgeois, war 


vis-a-vis the peasant, war vis-a-vis the 


workman. How the war was brought 
about—that is to say, the state of mind 
of man in France at the time —was a 


consideration which also supplied me 


with a number of characters. I had to 
show ina series of types, France who 
had lost the use of liberty, France 
drunk with pleasure, France fated 
irrevocably to disaster. I had to have 
types to show France so prompt to en- 
thusiasm,s0 prompt to despair. And 
then there were to be shown the im- 
mense faults committed, and to show by 
character how the commission of such 
faults was possible, a natural sequence 
of a certain psychological state of 
mind of a certain preponderating clasé, 
which existed in the last days of the 
8 Then each phase of action 
had to be typified. The question of the 
Emperor and his surroundings—I had 
to ve characters to explain „the 
sick man’? and his state at the 
time. I. had to show how it was 
with the peasants of the period, 
and hence to equip a character or 
twofortkat purpose. The franc-tircurs 
played an important part in the epoch; 
it therefore became necessary for me to 
incarnate these, to create a typical 
franctireur. The spies and spying 
had their influence on the whole; I had 
to have a spy. By the way, the spy in 
my book is one of the few German 
characters that I have created—four or 
five—this spy and an officer or two. 
Then, having thus, with a stroke of the 
rake, gathered together all that I could 
find as likely to illustrate my period, 
both historically and psychologically 
considered, I wrote out rapidly—the 


work of one feverish morning—a ma- 


or rough draft of all I wanted to 

o, some fifteen or twenty pages. It 
then became necessary for me to see 
the places, to study the geography of 
my book, for at that period [ did not 
know where my scenes Were to be laid, 
whether on the banks of the Rhine 
or elsewhere. So, with my rough 
draft in my pocket, and my head teem- 
ing with the shadows of marion- 


ettes, and of the things that they; were . Sy, 


to do and to explain, I set off for 
Rheims and went carefully over the 
whole ground; driving from Rheims to 
Sedan and following foot by foot the 
road by which the Seventh corps—al- 
ready decided upon as the miliew in 
which my novel was to develop— 
marched to their disaster. During that 
drive I picked up an immense quantity 
of material, halting in farm-houses and 
peasant cottages and taking copious 
notes. Then came Sedan, and after a 
careful study of the place and the peo- 
le I saw that my novel must deal 
argely, for the full comprehension of 
my story, not only with the locality but | 
with the peopleofthe town. Thisgave 
me the bourgeois of Sedan, who play an 
important pertin my tale. Little by 
little the geography gave me also the 
physiology of my book. Each new 
place that it became necessary to de- 
scribe supplied its type, its characters. 

“So, on my return to Paris, I was in 
an immense workshop or yard,-sur- 
rounded with huge mountains of. ae 
stones, Mortar and brick, and all that 
remained then to do was to build the 
best structure that I could build of these 
materials. But before that the archi- 
tect’s plan was necessary, and that I. 
next carefully evolved, plan of 
work is most rigorous. Bach chapter is 
marked out in advance, but itis only as 
Jam writing that the various incidents 
which I have collected fall into place. 
Ah, I can assure you,” added M. Zola 


with a sigh, ‘that a modern novel, such 
as I conceive it, is no child’s play, and 1 
often wonder if the result obtained com- 
pensate for the immense labor and 
trouble taken.“ 

Our conversation then touched on 
various subjects. I asked M. Zola about 
the Academy. 

As to the 
course I am as resolute as ever to press 
my candidature on that assembly. But 
just now there is no vacant fauteuil, 
and so for the present the academy and 
Lare leaving each other alone. But I 
mean to have my seat there one day.“ 

With reference to what he proposes 
todo as soon as he had quite finished 
„The Crash,“ he said. My next novel 
will be Le Docteur Pascal,“ who, as in- 
dicated in La Faute de l’Abbé Mouret, 
will sclentiflcally resume all the char- 
acters treated in my Rougon-Macqnart 
series of novels. It will be a scientific 
work incorporated in a novel. After 
that, Ido not khow what I shall do, ex- 
cept that I shall do, for I can not be

SENATOR HILL’S POSITION. 
His Friend Says He is in the Presidential 
Race. 


It appears that Senator Hill is in the 
field for the Democratic nomination for 
President, all reports to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

On march 28, J. Marion Brooks, pres- 
ident of the Hill Democratic Club“ of 
this city, wrote to Hon. John J. Malo- 
ney, president of the Hill Democratic 
Club of Elmyra, N. V., in which he said: 

We have had several reports out here 

urporting to be an interview with Senator 

ill, with reference to his candidacy for 
President. It seems that an interview was 

with him by some parties in Detroit, 
ich. In the interview the dispatches 
state that Senator Hill had stated that he 
would not be a candidate for President, as 
he thought he would be defeated. This has 
not dampened the ardor of our friends 
here, however, as it is believed to be talse. 

To this letter Mr. Brooks has re- 
ceived the following reply from Mr. 
Maloney, dated Elmyra, N. Y., April 
15, 1892, in which Mr. Maloney says: 

The loyal and working element of the 
Democracy of this State are a unit for Sen- 
ator Hill, because they have confidence in 
his ability and integrity, and as the *‘cham- 

ion of Democracy who never met defeat. 

e believe he can lead the national De- 
mocracy to an assured Democratic victory. 

In reference to that interview in some 
Western State that Senator Hill was nota 
candidate, and if nominated, cannot be 
eiected, I will say that such a statement 
was never made by him; that such an in- 
terview never took place, and every word 
in it is unqualifiably false. Senator Hill is 
New York State’s choice for the President 
of the United States, and his name will be 
presented to the national convention, and, 
we believe, nominated. If nominated he 
will carry the State of New York in No- 
vember next by 40,000 majority. 

This would seem to settle the position 
of the Senator as to his Presidential 
aspirations beyond any question of 
doubt. Mr. Maloney is a personal friend 
of Mr. Hill's, is the president of his 
home club, and has been intimately con- 
nected with him for some years past, 
which makes his utterances almost as 
authoritative as if they came from Sen- 
ator Hill himself. '

AS OTHERS SEE US. 


The Land of Sunshine and Flowers—What 
an Ex-Mayor of Omaha Says. 

Omana, April 15.—[Special corre- 
spondence.] Mayor R. C. Cushing of 
this city, who has just returned from 
California, whither he went soon after 
his term of office expired in January 
last, tells some of the many things of 
interest he saw while he was away. 
We have endeavored to answer many 
thousand questions regarding California 
the past few months by those who are 
contemplating an early move to the 
Golden State whose climate and won- 
derful resources are fast becoming un- 
derstood by the more intelligent tourist 
and artisan. A few weeks or months 
of the horrid weather we have been 
experiehcing in this latitude—snow, 
rain, slush, mud, fréeze—and they call 
this spring—would force a ground-hog 
from his winter’s lair, and cry for 
quarter! The tendency of the more 
independent farmer, and those wishing 
to retire to quietude and days of com- 
fort, are looking westward for homes, 
away from the tornadous elements of 
cyclones, tornadoes, tunder and blitzen! 
Californa is good enough forus. Read 
what Mr. Cushing says: 1 

Southern California seems to be nearly 
all one town and a clean town and a beauti- 
ful town atthat. The ranches are so close 
to the cities that they seem to connect them 
in one big gathering. Everywhere at this 
season there are flowers. There are hedges 
of them; you might almost say the streets 
are carpeted with them. They are so cheap 
that it is cheaper to carry them away than 
leave them. Andas plentiful as are the 
flowers are the tourists, for this is the 
tourist season, too. 

We visited the centuries old mission of 
SanGabriel. It is beginning to show its 
age. I presume in the course of a century 
or so more they will have to give a brick- 
layer a day or two of work going around 
and kind of chinking it in so it will look as 
good as new and as though the men had 
just finished up and sent their tools to the 
shop-in a wagon. They must have had 
great contractors in those days. Honest 
contractors. Ishould like to see an Omaha 
contractor try the jobof reproducing the 
building and then waiting 1000 years for 
his final estimate to see if the roof was go. 
ing to settle any. There is an old man in 
charge of the mission, probably the 
original architect. It is not necessary to 
do so, but when you see him you feel like 
giving him a quarter, and when he sees 
the quarter he feels like taking it. 

Away up the San Jacinto Valley by rail- 
road and stage we journeyed to pay our 
respects to Ramona, the good Indian woman 
written of by Helen Hunt Jackson. You 
remember she was written of as doing so 
much good. Well, if it be true that the 
wood die young, this is not the same 
Ramona. She hadared-headed half-Indian 
bavy. We were too thoughtful, I hope, to 
ask unpleasant questions, We did not talk 
to her. Ido not know whether the book 
was wasted on her or not; I don’t think she 
cared much for the prominence into which 
it thrust her. She did not look it. 

The California municipalities all seem to 
be doing well. There is a great deal of 
life; the hotels are all full. If Los Angeles 
is wrecked by a dead boom she dissembles 
most successfully, for she looks like a 

healthy city. 

California is a good country; I liked it 
very much. Ithas been nine years since 
my last visit and I found the improvement 
marked. Los Angeles will be a great in- 
land town, Ithink. I see no reason to be- 
lieve sheis dead. The other towns are very 
much living. J. C. L.

RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


Explaining the Proposed Rise in 
Wool Rates. 


Southern California Wool Men Must 
Have a Fair Show. 


Shipping Oranges from San Fran- 
cisco to New Orleans. 


Why a New Raitroad Should Not Be Op- 
posed—President Huntington’s Scout 
on a Cow-catch General i 


and Local Notes. 


In this paper yesterday brief mention 
was made of the fact that the Santa Fé 
people hadasked the Transcontinental 
Association to increase the rate on 
scoured wool from San Francisco to the 
East. This action developed much op- 
position in San Francisco, where is 
located the only scouring plant on this 
coast. Greased wool is taken there 
from Idaho, Nevada, Washington, Ore- 
gonand all parts of this State to be 
cleaned. The rate to the East on 
scoured wool is governed by the rate via 
Cape Horn. From interior points there 
is no water competition, aud so any 
other road but the Southern Paci- 
fic, in moving wool out of this 
State or from any of the Pacific 
Coast States to the East, can get 
a larger percentage for the carrying 
than when handling direct from San 
Francisco. The effect of increasing 
the race on scoured wool would be to 
cripple a San Franciscan industry, as 
it would prevent the wool-growers shi 
ping their wool there to be cleanse 
They would find it cheaper to send the 
greased wool direct East. The rail- 
roads that desire this increase in the 
rate on scoured wool are seconded by 
Eastern wool men. San Francisco is a 
competitive point, a wool market, and 
hence the Eastern men have to bid 
against local merchants. A Tres re- 
porter asked for information on this 
subject at the Los Angeles headquar- 
ters of the Santa Fé yesterday 
and elicited an explanation of the 
action. At the recent meeting of the 
Transcontinental Freight Association at 
Coronado a proposition was introduced 
by the Santa Fé fora reduced rate on 
wool in grease. This was lost through 
the vote of a Northern line, whereupon 
the Santa Fé claimed that in justice to 
Southern California the rate on scoured 
wool should be advanced, so as to ena- 
ble Southern California dealers to han- 
dle their product with Eastern dealers 
direct instead of sending the wool to 
San Francisco in grease, where it was 
scoured, and obtain the benefit of 
scoured wool rates from thence to East- 
ern points. It has been demonstrated 
by actual tests that 100 pounds of wool 
in grease shrinks to thirty pounds when 
scoured, being a shrinkage of 70 per 
ceat. The action of the Santa Fe lines 
wasin the interest of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The grease wool rate should be 
reduced or the scoured wool rate should 
be advanced or a scouring plant should 
be established in Southern California in 
order to overcome the advantage of 
Northern California. 

SCRAP HEAP. 


President C. P. Huntington, of the 
Southern Pacific, inspected the yards of 
the company at Oakland, riding on the 
pilot of a switch ecgine. It must have 
been a sight to see the great magnate 
ridimg in the favorite position of the 
switchmen. 

A carload of oranges shipped from 
San Francisco to New Orleans passed 
through Los Angeles on the Southern 
Pacific yesterday. This is so uncom- 
mon an occurrence as to occasion much 
surprise among the railroad men who 
knew of the fact. . 

A. A. Grant, of the Colorado and Ne- 
vada, builder of the greater po tion of 
the Santa Fé line, is quoted as saying 
about the proposed competitive line be- 
tween San Francisco and Salt Lake 
City, that, as far as expected opposi- 
tion from the Southern Pacific is con- 
cerned, the building of a line would 
help all railroads in the State, just 1s 
the building of the Santa Fe into Los 
Angeles helped the Southern Pacific.

Judging from 
the attendance, double the amout of in- 
terest was taken in the exhibition this 
year as compared with that which pre- 
ceded it, a fact which alone speaks 
volumes for the future in store for the 
club and its commendable object. 

Last night's proceedings were more 
of an informal nature than otherwise, 
consisting chiefly of a parade of the 
prize winners in the ring andthe pres- 
entation of the diplomas and special 
prizes, as far as practicable, to the 
owners of the canine beauties to whom 
they had been awarded.
